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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Bottom reference fails 
to teach simultaneous access of a plurality of blade servers to a storage drive. 

Respectfully, the examiner maintains the rejection. The Sakt and Bottom references in combination teach all the claim limitations. The 
bottom reference is relied upon to teach simultaneous access between blades of server and their access through the midplane (page 2, 
para 21). There is no indication in Bottom that the blades need to be disconnected or interrupted to allow another blade access. The 
combination with motivation and a strong Sakt reference that shows simultaneous connections with a storage drive meet all the claim 
limitations.. 
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
